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THE  EMBLEM 


The  official  emblem  for  The  United  Methodist  Church  combines  the  cross  and  a 
flame  symbolizing  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  emblem  for  United  Methodist  Women  like- 
wise includes  the  cross  and  flame. 

The  cross  and  flame  are  ancient  symbols  of  the  church  dating  back  to  the  days 
of  Christ  and  Pentecost.  Each  evokes  images  of  sacrifice,  witness  and  service. 
They  remind  us  of  both  the  opportunities  and  obligations  of  discipleship.  Paul’s 
ancient  words  to  Timothy  have  fresh  and  contemporary  meaning:  “ . . . I now 
remind  you  to  stir  into  flame  the  gift  of  God  which  is  within  you.”  (II  Timothy  1 :6a 
- NEB) 

As  part  of  the  emblem  for  the  United  Methodist  Women  these  symbols  remind 
us  of  our  PURPOSE,  that  of  helping  women  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  and 
willingness  to  participate  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  These  also  remind  us  of  our 
heritage,  of  women  who  pioneered  in  the  service  for  the  church  at  home  and  abroad 
and  in  organizing  women  for  mission  service  and  support  in  many  areas  of  need. 

The  shape  of  the  emblem  is  likewise  symbolic.  It  is  fluid  and  free-flowing, 
suggesting  change  and  mobility.  As  organized  groups  of  women,  this  has  been  our 
heritage.  Often  at  the  forefront  of  movements  for  change,  at  times  supporting  the 
projects  initiated  by  others,  but  always  aware  of  the  times  and  striving  to  move 
with  them  rather  than  be  overwhelmed  by  them. 

The  cross,  the  flame,  and  the  individual  with  her  abilities  and  opportunities  — 
all  elements  of  a 20th  century  movement  for  United  Methodist  Women. 


PURPOSE 

The  organized  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  shall  be  a community  of  women 
whose  PURPOSE  is  to  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole  persons 
through  Jesus  Christ;  to  develop  a creative,  supportive  fellowship;  and  to  expand 
concepts  of  mission  through  participation  in  the  global  ministries  of  the  church. 

—Article  3 of  the  Constitution

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GUIDELINES  FOR  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  EXPENSES 


1 . An  amount  up  to  $8.00  per  night  for  lodging  in  hotel/motel  based  on  two  persons 
per  night  as  a minimum. 

2.  An  amount  up  to  $7.00  per  day  for  meals  — this  is  to  cover  a full  twenty-four  hour 
day.  Meals  for  meetings  that  last  for  less  than  a day  would  be  covered  at  a cost 
based  on  the  following  schedule:  $2.00  for  a breakfast  meal ; $2.50  for  a luncheon 
meal  or  a dinner. 

3.  Receipts  for  meals  and/or  lodging  should  accompany  expense  voucher  whenever 
possible.  No  reimbursement  for  more  than  actual  amount  paid  in  expense  incurred 
shall  be  made. 

4.  For  meetings  requiring  a registration  fee,  such  fee  shall  not  be  an  allowable 
expense. 

a.  Meetings  outside  the  Conference  shall  be  considered  as  they  arise,  with  the 
exception  of  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School,  which  shall  be  paid. 

5.  Whenever  possible,  members  from  the  same  district  or  area  should  form  a car  pool 
for  attendance  to  required  meetings  — to  be  coordinated  by  the  District  President. 
The  voucher  for  mileage  shall  state  members  of  the  car  pool. 

6.  Mileage  requirement  shall  be  increased  to  nine  cents  per  mile,  with  the  District 
President  responsible  for  car  pooling. 

7.  Vouchers  for  expenses  incurred  for  a specific  meeting  shall  be  turned  in  at  the 
close  of  the  meeting  if  possible ; otherwise,  no  later  than  a week.

Sequoyah.  Mrs.  Carruth  also  requested  conference  officers  to  give  their  first  and 
second  choices  of  teachers  and  courses.  A list  of  studies  and  instructors  follows:

Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission:  Mrs.  Read,  Dean  of  the  1977  Conference 
School  of  Christian  Mission,  distributed  informational  letters  and  registration  cards. 
She  asked  the  cooperation  of  each  district  president  for  seeing  that  each  local  unit 
receives  a copy  of  the  letter  and  registration  card  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 
Mrs.  Read  noted  that  local  units  need  to  be  shown  how  they  can  be  strengthened  by 
attending  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  She  announced  a special  emphasis  of  this 
year’s  school  of  “Program  Building”  with  a staff  person  leading  these  sessions.  She

Rev.  Claude  Codogan,  President  of  the  Conference  Methodist  Churches  of  the 
Caribbean,  will  be  coordinating  tours  of  specific  mission  projects  and  churches  in  the 
Caribbean.  Mrs.  Ward  asked  that  the  Executive  Committee  support  Mrs.  Bryan  in  this 
project. 

Announcements;  Mrs.  Ward  announced  that  Baton  Rouge,  New  Orleans,  Hammond 
and  Lafayette  districts  will  be  re-aligned  later  this  year  in  October.  She  asked  for 
everyone’s  prayers  and  support  as  these  districts  work  together  on  a smooth  transi- 
tion. 

Mrs.  Ward  also  announced  that  Mrs.  Hoffpauir,  Mrs.  Bennett  and  Mrs.  Taylor  will 
be  attending  the  New  Officers’  Training  Event  in  Cincinnati,  March  25-27,  1977. 

Attention  was  called  to  Mrs.  Burks’  recent  articles  in  response.

honored  with  Special  Memberships  in  United  Methodist  Women.” 


Monday  Evening,  Juiy  18, 1977 

The  meeting  was  continued  in  the  Dining  Hall  of  Centenary  College. 

Mission  Corsages:  Mrs.  Ward  displayed  a fabric  rose  made  by  Mrs.  Wayne  Bryan  of 
Springhill.  She  suggested  similar  corsages  be  made  by  interested  volunteers  and  sold 
at  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting  with  the  profit  going  to  missions.  The  corsages 
may  be  used  for  honoring  individuals.  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  committee  that 
the  Missioin  Corsages  be  promoted  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Committee  on  Program:  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Perry,  Conference  Vice  President, 
announced  a meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Program  scheduled  for  November  12,  1977 
at  Newman  Church,  Alexandria.  At  this  meeting  the  committee  will  consider  plans  for 
implementing  the  conference  goals. 

Annual  Meeting  Program  Task  Group:  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Thomas,  Chairperson,  gave  a 
progress  report  of  plans  for  the  Annual  Meeting  and  distributed  programs  which  had 
been  edited  by  the  Task  Group  earlier  in  the  evening. 

Officer  Reports:  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  committee  that  Mrs.  Ward  give  orally  a 
composite  report  of  the  year’s  activities  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Mrs.  Ward  requested 
each  conference  officer  and  district  president  to  bring  to  the  Executive  Committee 
meeting  at  that  time  a brief  typewritten  report  of  her  year’s  work  with  copies  for  the 
president,  secretary  and  successor  to  that  office. 

Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women:  Mrs.  A.  J.  Palazzo,  Conference  Chair- 
person of  COSROW,  gave  a report  on  the  spring  training  session  held  in  Kansas  City 
which  she  attended.  She  also  gave  some  details  of  the  organizing  of  the  Commission 
on  Status  and  Role  of  Women  in  Louisiana.  It  was  noted  that  most  conferences  have  a 
representative  from  COSROW  serving  on  the  Conference  UMW  Executive  Committee. 
Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  ask  Mrs.  Palazzo  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  remainder  of  this  quadrennium,  a total  of 
3 years.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  At  the  end  of  Mrs.  Palazzo’s  term  it  is 
suggested  that  a Conference  Standing  Rule  be  written  to  handle  this  need. 

United  Methodist  Women  Assembly:  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  committee  that  a 
scholarship  be  established  for  enabling  2 women  from  the  conference  to  attend  the 
Assembly  scheduled  for  April  27; 30,  1978  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Mrs.  Ward  asked 
Mrs.  Compton  to  chair  a Task  Group  for  the  purpose  of  determining  how  the  2 women 
are  to  be  selected,  what  means  of  transportation  is  to  be  used,  expenses  to  be 
provided  and  other  details.  Others  asked  to  work  on  this  Task  Group  were  Mrs.  Sidney 
B.  Evans,  Jr.,  Mrs.  George  M.  Chastain,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Louis  M.  Bennett. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Dameron  that  the  conference  president  be  one  of  the 
delegates  from  the  conference  to  attend  the  Assembly.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried.  Mrs.  Mestayer  moved  that  the  conference  name  5 delegates  (4  delegates  in 
addition  to  the  conference  president)  and  3 alternates.  The  motiion  was  seconded. 
Mrs.  Chastain  amended  the  motion  to  state  that  these  4 delegates  and  3 alternates 
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include,  as  far  as  possible,  women  who  have  never  before  attended  the  Assembly.  The 
amended  motion  carried.  After  a ballot  vote  the  following  names  were  announced  as 
delegates:  Mrs.  Richard  Hoffpauir,  Mrs.  Wayne  Bryan,  Mrs.  Warren  Blakeman  and 
Mrs.  Louie  Chrisman;  and  as  alternates:  Mrs.  Carlyle  Chapman,  Mrs.  Walter  H. 
Brock,  and  Mrs.  Louis  M.  Bennett. 

Conference  Officer  Report:  Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock,  Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian 
Personhood,  gave  a brief  report  and  distributed  brochures  on  the  Upper  Room  Prayer 

Ministry  and  ways  of  implementing  the  conference  goal  of  Personal  Commitment  to 
Jesus  Christ. 

Goals:  The  remainder  of  the  meeting  was  spent  in  working  on  conference  goals  for 
1977-78.  The  following  statements  were  formulated  for  further  development  by  the 
Committee  on  Program : 

1 . Continue  emphasis  on  Personal  Commitment  to  Jesus  Christ

The  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  Executive  Committee 
meeting  was  held  in  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  on  Friday, 
September  16,  1977  at  9:00  a.m.  with  President  Mrs.  Truman  L.  Ward  presiding. 
Others  present  were  Mesdames  Nathaniel  P.  Perry,  J.  A.  Stinson,  Richard  Hoffpauir, 
Walter  H.  Brock,  Marcus  L.  Burks,  Louis  M.  Bennett,  E.  Mae  Calvin,  Edward  T. 
Carruth,  R.  P.  Durham,  Dorothy  Mae  Taylor,  Sidney  B.  Evans,  Jr.,  Darcus  Merrick, 
Chris  H.  Hall,  Arthur  Bezette,  M.  A.  Muller,  James  W.  Burris,  Felix  Mestayer,  Louis 
Soileau,  George  M.  Chastain,  Jr.,  Leo  Hoffpauir,  Leon  Owen,  J.  O.  Young,  George  W. 
Carter,  A.  J.  Palazzo,  Harvey  L.  Carter,  Cecil  Read,  G.  W.  Dameron,  Robert  Compton, 
Wiley  B.  Gardner,  Elizabeth  N.  Thomas,  Charles  B.  McGowan,  J.  Kenneth  Shamblin, 
Robert  H.  Brupbacher,  Jr.,  and  Misses  Mary  Searles  and  Dorothy  Parsley.

Minutes  of  the  July  18  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  mailed. 
Appointed  to  examine  the  minutes  of  this  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  Mrs. 
Walter  H.  Brock  and  Mrs.  Wiley  B.  Gardner. 

Communications  from  the  women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Ministry  who  were  to 
be  honored  the  following  day  by  the  presentation  of  Special  Memberships  were  read 
by  Mrs.  Stinson. 

Mrs.  Ward  noted  she  had  received  a letter  from  Rev.  James  Graham,  Director  of 
Metropolitan  Ministries  in  Shreveport,  in  which  he  stated  that  his  organization  had 
received  $10,000  from  the  1976  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  offering.  He  noted  that 
the  National  and  Women’s  Division  approved  the  Shreveport  group’s  project  of 
Healing  Ministry  to  the  Aging  and  as  a result  were  the  recipients  of  the  funds  and  for 
which  they  were  most  appreciative. 

Appointments:  Mrs.  Ward  appointed  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  as  Parliamentary  Advisor 
for  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  Mrs.  Robert  Compton,  Chairperson  of  Elections. 

Finance  Committee:  Mrs.  Richard  Hoffpauir,  Conference  Treasurer,  brought  the 
following  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  recommendation  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  recommends  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  the 
Conference  prepare  and  publish,  as  a pilot  project,  a Conference  Newsletter,  to  be 
published  quarterly,  to  be  paid  out  of  accumulated  funds  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$500.00  per  issue,  plus  $100.00  postage.  The  letter  is  to  be  mailed  to  all  Con- 
ference, District  and  Local  Elected  Leaders,  Resident  Bishop,  District  Super- 
intendents, and  local  church  pastors,  and  other  interested  persons.  This  will  be  a 2 
year  project,  after  which  this  would  become  a budgeted  item. 

Mrs.  Ward  noted  that  Mrs.  Thelma  Brett  had  agreed  to  serve  as  an  appointed 
Historian  as  well  as  a Public  Relations  person  and  Editor  of  the  Conference  News- 
letter. Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  suggested  a Task  Group  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
working  on  some  guidelines  in  this  area  with  Mrs.  Brett. 

Mrs.  Hoffpauir  stated  that,  hereafter,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  will 
send  an  In  Remembrance  gift  (as  stated  in  the  Conference  Standing  Rules)  rather  than 
a Gift  to  Missions  when  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
members  of  their  immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  in  their  homes.  Mrs. 
Hoffpauir  is  to  send  an  acknowledgement  to  the  donor  and  to  the  person  whose 
relative  is  being  remembered.  She  asked  that  this  procedure  be  encouraged  in  the 
districts  also. 

Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission:  Mrs.  Cecil  Read,  Dean  for  the  1977  School, 
gave  a brief  report  and  Mrs.  Hoffpauir  distributed  a financial  report  of  the  School.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Harvey  Carter  that  a Task  Group  be  named  to  meet  and 
prepare  guidelines  by  the  December  meeting  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  Mrs.  Read  suggested  that  expense  vouchers  be 
incorporated  in  the  guidelines.  Mrs.  Ward  asked  Mrs.  Read  to  chair  this  Task  Group. 

Mrs.  Edward  T.  Carruth,  1978  Dean,  distributed  first  timer  tote  bags  to  the  district 
presidents  and  asked  that  they  get  them  to  those  women  who  had  not  received  theirs 
during  the  School  session.  Mrs.  Carruth  announced  the  School  of  Christian  Mission 
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Committee  had  met  at  the  School  and  decided  upon  the  following  faculty  members 
and  had  received  their  acceptances.

Division  expense.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Annual  Report/ Directory  Task  Group:  Mrs.  J.  A.  Stinson,  Chairperson,  reported  on 
the  findings  and  suggestions  of  her  Task  Group.  After  much  discussion  on  the  value 
and  usefulness  of  the  Annual  Report/ Directory,  Mrs.  Harvey  Carter  moved  that  one 
Annual  Report/ Directory,  consisting  of  Conference  and  District  Officers,  Local  Presi- 
dents, Financial  Reports,  Conference  Executive  Committee  expense  guidelines. 
Journal  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  Standing  Rules  for  the  Local  Units  and  District 
Organizations,  Calendar  of  Activities,  Quarterly  Report  Due  Dates,  be  printed  and 
same  distributed  to  all  Conference  and  District  Officers  and  Local  Presidents.  Mrs. 
G.  W.  Dameron  amended  the  motion  to  add  the  Executive  Committee  Meeting 
minutes.  The  amended  motion  was  accepted  by  Mrs.  Carter,  seconded  and  carried.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Robert  Compton  that  the  Annual  Report/ Directory  continue 
to  be  distributed  and  voluntary  contributions  accepted  for  one  year,  after  which  time 
the  method  of  printing  and  distribution  be  re-evaluated.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried. 

1978  Annual  Meeting:  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  Committee  that  the  dates  for  the 
1978  Conference  Annual  Meeting  be  moved  to  a later  weekend  in  September  since 
some  local  units  do  not  meet  during  the  summer  and  this  presents  problems  to  the 
host  church.  After  checking  with  the  Baton  Rouge  Broadmoor  UMW  President, 
September  22-23,  1978  was  agreed  upon  for  the  dates  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Equal  Rights  Amendment:  Mrs.  Harvey  Carter  gave  a report  of  her  work  in  this  area  for 
the  past  year.  It  was  noted  that  the  Women’s  Division  and  United  Methodist  Church 
support  the  passage  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  and  the  Conference  United 
Methodist  Women  is  expected  to  pass  information  on  the  ERA  to  the  local  women. 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Mae  Taylor  moved  that  Mrs.  Carter  serve  as  ERA  Coordinator  for  the 
coming  year.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  Mrs.  Ward  also  noted  that  Mrs. 
A.  J.  Palazzo,  Conference  Chairperson  of  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women, 
will  work  with  Mrs.  Carter  in  the  total  church. 

Annual  Meeting  Program  Task  Group:  Mrs.  Elizabeth  N.  Thomas,  Chairperson, 
reported  briefly  on  the  progress  of  plans  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  stating  that  every- 
thing was  moving  along  smoothly.  She  noted  that  group  discussion  leaders  had  been 
instructed  on  the  procedures  to  be  used  for  changing  from  one  group  to  the  next.  Mrs. 
Thomas  also  commended  Mrs.  Paul  Adams,  First  Church  UMW  President,  for  her 
work  and  cooperation. 

Annual  Meeting  Cali  Letters:  A suggestion  was  made  by  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  that 
Call  Letters  to  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting  be  mailed  to  former  Conference  Presi- 
dents, Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Chairpersons  and  Officers  to  be  elected.  As  voting 
delegates,  the  former  2 groups  should  be  informed  of  all  details  of  the  Annual 
Meeting.  Mrs.  Harvey  Carter  suggested  that  District  Presidents  be  mailed  the  Local 
Presidents’  Call  Letter  so  they  will  have  the  same  information  concerning  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

A suggestion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Richard  Hoffpauir  that  the  cost  be  investigated  for 
having  a Return  Postage  Guaranteed  stamp  used  on  Annual  Meeting  Call  Letters.  In 
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this  way,  letters  that  are  undelivered  would  be  returned  to  the  Conference  and, 
perhaps,  these  women  who  are  not  receiving  their  letters,  and  whose  addresses  may 
be  incorrect,  may  be  determined. 

Law  of  the  Sea:  Mrs.  Ward  announced  a workshop  in  the  Rio  Grande  Area  is 
scheduled  for  January  1978  for  people  who  are  interested  in  becoming  resource 
persons  for  Law  of  the  Sea.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Conference  locate  and  send  2 
people,  one  in  the  women’s  work  and  one  in  the  total  church,  to  attend  the  training 
session.  Mrs.  R.  P.  Durham  moved  that  the  Conference  send  2 persons,  possibly  from 
north  Louisiana,  to  this  meeting.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  It  was  noted 
that  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Perry,  Mrs.  Robert  Eggerton  and  Rev.  William  Haskell  are 
presently  resource  persons  from  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

Ethnic  Minority  in  Local  Churches;  Mrs.  Ward  announced  she  had  received  a 
communication  from  Miss  J.  Vernita  Booker  in  which  she  asked  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  respond  to  a survey  of  the  needs  and  suggested  programs  for  strengthening 
the  ethnic  minority  local  church.  Mrs.  Ward  distributed  survey  sheets  and  asked 
everyone’s  cooperation  in  completing  them. 

1978  United  Methodist  Women  Assembly;  It  was  noted  by  Mrs.  Ward  that  the 
Louisiana  goal  for  the  1978  Assembly  is  100  persons.  She  also  said  it  was  hoped  that 
Louisiana  would  be  able  to  send  one  or  two  buses  from  north  and  south  Louisiana, 
noting  that  a Task  Group  would  be  needed  to  work  on  coordinating  this.  Mrs.  Durham 
volunteered  to  ask  a woman  from  a travel  agency  in  Hammond  to  coordinate  south 
Louisiana  travel  plans.  Mrs.  Richard  Hoffpauir  volunteered  to  work  with  them.  It  was 
suggested  that  Mrs.  Wayne  Bryan  of  Springhill  might  be  willing  to  coordinate  travel 
from  north  Louisiana  since  she,  too,  has  had  experience  in  this  area. 

Assembly  Scholarship  Task  Group:  A report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Robert  Compton, 
Chairperson,  and  the  following  recommendation  of  herTask  Group  were  made; 

-—recommend  that  Representatives’  qualifications  are:  preferably  under  40  years 
of  age  and  a member  of  United  Methodist  Women  at  least  2 years. 

— recommend  that  publicity  and  the  selection  of  the  Representatives  be  made 
through  the  District  Presidents  — One  nominee  from  each  District.  The  method 
of  selecting  the  Nominee  be  made  by  the  District  President  and/or  the  District 
Administrative  Committee. 

Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock  moved  adoption  of  the  “Guidelines  for  Delegates  to 
Assembly.”  The  motion  carried.  Copies  of  application  blanks  for  the  Assembly 
Scholarship  were  distributed.  District  Presidents  were  asked  to  distribute  the  letters 
and  applications  to  all  local  units.  After  completion,  the  applications  are  to  be 
returned  to  the  District  President  by  December  1,  1977  and  then  to  Mrs.  Compton  by 
February  1 , 1978. 

Conference  Officer  Reports  were  given  by  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Perry,  Conference  Vice 
President,  and  Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock,  Conference  Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian 
Personhood.  Mrs.  Brock  promoted,  and  is  promoting  throughout  the  conference,  the 
goal  of  Personal  Commitment  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Mrs.  Marcus  L.  Burks,  Conference  Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian  Global 
Concerns,  announced  a new  Slide  Presentation,  with  script,  available  for  loan  from 
the  Audio-Visual  Library  of  the  Council  on  Ministries,  its  subject  being  Louisiana 
Mission  Projects.  Mrs.  Burks  also  noted  that  33  certificates  had  been  presented  to  8 
districts  for  Recognition  of  Excellence  in  Mission  Studies.  She  recommended  that  in 
the  future  stricter  guidelines  be  set,  specifying  preparation  and  involvement  in  the 
studies,  and  a list  of  specific  action  examples  be  given. 
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Mrs.  R.  P.  Durham,  Conference  Secretary  of  Program  Resources,  gave  a report  of 
her  work  and  recommended  that  the  push  for  new  subscriptions  to  response  and  New 
World  Outlook  be  continued.  Mrs.  Durham  also  distributed  copies  of  the  minutes  of 
the  Regional  Consultative  Committee  Meeting  held  earlier  in  the  year.

The  fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women 
was  convened  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  sanctuary  of  First  United  Methodist  Church, 
Alexandria,  Louisiana,  with  President  Mrs.  Truman  L.  Ward,  presiding.  The  opening 
session  began  with  an  organ  prelude  by  Mrs.  Al  Valkamp.  After  the  congregation 
sang  the  hymn  “A  Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God,”  Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock,  Conference 
Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian  Personhood,  led  the  gathering  in  p,rayer.  Mrs.  Paul 
Adams,  General  Chairman  of  Local  Arrangements  and  President  of  First  Church 
United  Methodist  Women,  extended  words  of  welcome  to  all  those  present.  Mrs. 
Sidney  B.  Evans,  Jr.,  Alexandria  District  President,  and  Rev.  William  P.  Fraser,  pastor 
of  First  Church,  also  voiced  their  welcome  to  everyone.  Mrs.  Ward  introduced  Mrs. 
J.  Kenneth  Shamblin;  Dr.  Clyde  Clark,  Director  of  Louisiana  Foundation;  Rev.  A. 
Jerome  Cain,  Alexandria  District  Superintendent;  Mr.  Miles  Burson,  Director  of 
Sager-Brown  School;  Mr.  Jerry  Bridges,  Director  of  MacDonell  United  Methodist 
Children’s  Services;  and  Rev.  Spiller  Milton,  Director  of  Dulac  Community  Center. 
Mrs.  Ward  also  recognized  former  Conference  Presidents  and  Chairpersons  of 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 


Mrs.  Ward  gave  a composite  report  of  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist 
Women  activities  for  the  past  year.  Appointed  to  examine  the  minutes  were  Mrs.

b.  the  words  “consecrated  in  the  diaconal  ministry”  for  the  words  “com- 
missioned as  deaconesses  or  missionaries”,  lines  1 and  2; 

c.  the  word  “they”  for  the  words  “women  from  the  conference”,  line  3. 

The  Standing  Rule  will  then  read : 

“When  women  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  consecrated  in  the

PRESIDENT’S  COMPOSITE  REPORT 
LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  1977 

United  Methodist  Women  In  Action  — was  the  theme  of  the  Annuai  Meeting  held 
at  Henning  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church,  Sulphur,  Louisiana  in  September 
1976.  Led  by  Mrs.  E.  Ferris  (Yvonne),  past  president  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction, 
five  hundred  United  Methodist  Women  were  informed  and  inspired.  Districts  shared 
research  and  action  plans  on  issues  and  concerns  such  as  — prisons,  poverty, 
women’s  image  on  TV,  fairness  to  working  women,  concepts  of  mission  reflected  in 
giving,  aging,  child  advocacy,  social  services  available  and  human  rights.  These 
concerns  were  “followed  up”  in  the  districts.  One  district  was  co-sponsor  of  the 
Governor’s  Parents  Forum  to  discuss  needs  of  children. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  ACTION  — Mrs.  Nathaniel  Perry  (Clytie)  and  Rev. 
William  Haskell  were  our  delegates  to  the  Law  of  the  Sea  Conference  in  Washington, 
D.C.  sponsored  by  the  Women’s  Division.  This  is  a vital  concern  to  all  citizens  of  the 
world.  Will  international  law  rather  than  chaos  and  military  might  govern  the  ocean? 
Who  should  own  the  sea?  How  and  for  whose  benefit  will  the  trillion  and  a half  tons  of 
nodules  be  managed?  Clytie  and  Bill  are  resource  persons  for  our  conference.  They 
have  the  knowledge  and  resources.  Call  on  them  to  share  with  you. 
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UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  ACTION  — I am  pleased  to  report  that  our  United 
Methodist  Women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  have  overpaid  our  pledge  and  sent  to 
the  Women’s  Division  $184,000.  This  is  in  addition  to  local,  district  and  conference 
administration,  membership  development  and  leadership  opportunities  as  well  as 
church  and  community  projects. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  ACTION  — Our  goals  for  1977  are  “Personal 
Commitment  to  Jesus  Chrust”  and  “To  motivate  and  increase  our  membership  by 
10%.’’  These  goals  are  implemented  by  the  Program  Committee  led  by  Mrs.  Clytie 
Perry.  Personal  commitment  to  Christ  Task  Group  is  led  by  Mrs.  Walter  Brock  (Helen), 
Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian  Personhood,  and  Membership  Motivation  Task 
Group  by  Mrs.  Edward  Carruth  (Nancy),  Chairperson  of  Membership.  “Personal 
Commitment  to  Christ”  will  be  emphasized  through  ’77-’78.  Local  units  were  asked  to 
attend  and  “plug  into”  the  resources  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  workshop  in  each 
district.  Special  material  was  sent  to  local  and  district  officers  listing  resources  and 
ideas  for  implementation.  Each  district  plans  a spiritual  retreat.  A special  resource 
center  and  activities  were  planned  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  All  members 
were  asked  to  prepare  for  the  Annual  Meeting  through  disciplined  prayer  and  by 
reading  Eighth  Day  of  Creation  by  Elizabeth  O’Connor.  Each  person  attending  the 
Annual  Meeting  will  participate  in  a small  group  emphasizing  “Personal  Commitment 
to  Christ.” 

“Be  the  Leaven  in  ’77”  is  the  theme  for  the  Membership  Motivation  Emphasis  kicked 
off  at  the  Annual  Meeting  with  Decision  ’76.  Each  local  unit  received  an  informative 
booklet  compiled  by  Nancy  Carruth.  If  the  spirit  shown  at  the  Membership  Motivation 
Workshop,  led  by  Mrs.  Beta  Barto  of  Pennsylvania,  is  any  indication,  we  shall  reach 
our  10%  increase  as  well  as  motivate  our  present  members.  Each  district  had  one  or 
more  similar  events  and  I have  heard  glowing  reports.  Special  recognition  will  be 
given  to  local  units  achieving  their  goal  at  this  Annual  Meeting. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  ACTION  — Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Marcus 
Burks  (Win)  a brochure  was  prepared  and  sent  to  each  local  unit  with  the  requirements 
for  “Special  Recognition  for  Excellence  of  Studies.”  33  certificates  of  special 
recognition  were  presented  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  An  excellent  booklet 
of  missionaries  associated  with  the  Louisiana  Conference  was  prepared  by  Win  and 
sent  to  each  local  unit.  This  includes  sketches  of  the  missionaries  made  by  Win.  The 
conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  had  several  thousand  printed  for  distribution  at 
Annual  Conference  in  June.  A slide  presentation  with  script  and  tape  of  World 
Missions  is  available.  These  slides  were  made  by  Marcus  and  Win  on  their  visit  to 
missions  around  the  world. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  ACTION  — We  are  fortunate  to  have  many 
opportunities  for  leadership  development  available.  Our  newly  elected  conference 
officers  attend  a training  event  in  Cincinnati  sponsored  by  the  Women’s  Division. 
More  than  one  hundred  district  eelected  leaders  attended  a conference  UMW 
sponsored  training  day  at  Palestine  Church  in  October.  They  in  turn  led  training 
sessions  in  each  district  for  local  leaders.  We  were  privileged  to  send  Mrs.  A.  J. 
Palazzo  (Lottie)  as  our  representative  to  the  Planning  Session  for  the  Commission  of 
the  Status  and  Role  of  Women.  She  has  since  been  elected  chairman  of  the  newly 
formed  conference  COSROW.  Mrs.  Richard  Durham  (Eleanor)  was  our  representative 
to  the  Assembly  of  Church  Women  United  held  at  Purdue  University.  Clytie  Perry  and 
E.  Mae  Calvin  also  attended.  The  president  attended  a President  Consultation  of  the 
Jurisdiction  in  Texas  in  April.  The  president  also  attended  a Leadership  Development 
Experience  in  Norman,  Oklahoma  in  August.  This  was  planned  by  the  General  Board 
of  Global  Ministries  for  selected  leaders  of  Annual  Conferences  of  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction.  UMW  conference  officers  attended  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of 
Christian  Mission  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  in  June.  One  of  the  main  opportunities  for  all  UMW 
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is  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  led  this  year  by  Mrs.  Cecil  Read  (Nell), 
our  Dean.  316  women  attended  including  83  “first  timers.”  The  studies  for  this  year 
are  The  Caribbean  Crescent,  The  Local  Church  in  God’s  Mission  and  Women  of  the 
Bible.  We  were  led  by  an  outstanding  faculty  and  the  one  day  longer  first  session  was 
well  received. 

Eleanor  Durham  serves  as  our  representative  on  the  Regional  Consultative 
Committee.  We  are  fortunate  to  also  have  Mary  Ellen  Gardner  on  the  nominating 
committee  of  the  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group  and  on  the  Regional  Consultative 
Committee.  Nancy  Carruth  was  elected  secretary  of  the  Regional  School  of  Christian 
Mission.  It  is  indeed  an  honor  to  have  a member  of  the  Women’s  Division  in  our 
conference,  Mary  Adele  Compton. 

You  are  represented  at  the  Annual  Conference  meeting  by  your  president.  You  are 
represented  on  the  Conference  Council  of  Ministries  by  the  president  and  a 
representative,  Mary  Ellen  Gardner;  on  the  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  by 
the  president  and  Coordinator  of  Global  Concerns,  Win  Burks;  on  the  Board  of  the 
Laity  by  the  conference  president  and  9 district  presidents;  on  the  conference 
committee  on  nominations  by  the  president  and  2 representatives,  Elizabeth  Thomas 
and  Mable  Manning.  The  president  or  a representative  serves  on  the  board  of  the 
Methodist  Children’s  Home  and  the  five  Louisiana  Projects.  The  UMW  organization  is 
an  active  and  vital  part  of  the  total  life  of  the  church. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  ACTION  — • Twelve  years  ago  the  Women’s  Division 
became  a part  of  the  new  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  The  Women’s  Division  has 
evaluated  this  decade  of  unified  work  through  the  World,  National,  Education  and 
Cultivation  Division  and  evaluated  itself  as  well.  There  is  no  desire  to  return  to  the 
past.  They  looked  backward  only  to  see  the  future  clearly. 

Certain  principles  have  undergirded  the  women’s  work  since  its  beginning  well  over 
one  hundred  years  ago.  These  principles  echo  the  understanding  and  commitment  of 
the  present  Women’s  Division : 

1.  The  value  of  undesignated  giving, 

2.  the  necessity  of  mission  education  and  leadership  development  on  a continuing 
basis, 

3.  an  affirmation  of  institutions  as  a base  for  mission  and  preventative  maintenance 
of  physical  facilities  as  an  expression  of  missional  caring. 

4.  and  a strong  commitment  to  justice. 

Another  principle  of  importance  was  the  recognition  of  an  organizational  base  as  an 
essential  tool  in  the  movement  toward  equality. 

Programs  and  processes  related  to  women  and  children,  including  youth,  were 
declared.  In  closing  the  report  of  evaluation:  ‘‘In  humility  we  state  our  belief  that  the 
simple  and  powerful  message  of  liberation  is  being  spoken  to  and  through  women  in  a 
new  way  today.  We  believe  this  is  a good  gift  for  the  whole  church,  and  we  ask 
support  in  learning  and  telling  our  story.”

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PRESIDENTS’  CONSULTATION 


Seventeen  conference  presidents  attended  a Presidents’  Consultation  with  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group  in  Dallas,  Texas,  April  15-17,  1977.

Conferences  are  asked  to 
share  resource  persons  with  expertise  with  the  CPG  for  a Talent  Bank.  The  Presidents’ 
Consultation  was  a learning,  challenging  experience.

CONFERENCE  LEADERSHIP  DEVELOPMENT  EXPERIENCE 

The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Conference  Leadership  Experience  was  held  at  the 
Center  of  Continuing  Education  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma  in  Norman,  Oklahoma, 
August  29-31,  1977.  This  brought  together  165  leaders  from  17  conferences  to 
familiarize  them  with  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  A team 
from  the  Board  and  designated  leaders  of  the  conferences  learned  to  work  together, 
analyze  emerging  issues  and  develop  a leadership  team  for  each  conference.

Mortimer  Arias,  a third  world  bishop  brought  “facts”  of  mission  relations.  Dr.  Tracey 
Jones,  Jr.  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  led  a session  on  “Issues  and 
Expectations.”  Dr.  Jones  predicted  “the  greatest  missionary  era”  is  just  beginning.

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STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  UNITS 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


1 . No  new  unit  may  be  officially  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  new  unit  to  the  district  treasurer. 

2.  a.  Support  for  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  church-at-large 

should  be  as  individual  members  of  the  church  rather  than  through  the 
treasuries  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

b.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Women’s  Division  to  release  lists  of  officers  to  any 
organization  or  commercial  firm. 

3.  All  appeals  for  funds  not  included  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  Unit  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  (or  the  Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no 
Committee  on  Finance)  for  recommended  action  before  presentation  to  the  local 
unit. 

4.  Each  local  unit  shall  include  in  its  budget  a minimum  of  thirty-five  (35)  cents  per 
member  for  district  administration  and  membership  development.  (Effective  date, 
January  1 , 1975;  as  amended  September  20, 1974.) 

5.  Local  units  may  contribute  an  amount  equal  to  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  member 
to  the  budget  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  provided  the  total  con- 
ference organization  giving  for  this  cause  does  not  exceed  Three  Thousand  ($3,000) 
Dollars,  these  funds  to  be  sent  at  regular  reporting  times  to  the  district  treasurers. 

6.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference 

organization  on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members, 
or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be 
entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

b.  Membership  for  each  unit  will  be  determined  according  to  the  current  Annual 
Report/ Directory,  unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  conference  president  sixty 
(60)  days  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting. 

7.  Elections  shali  be  heid  in  September,  and  those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties 
on  January  1 of  the  foliowing  year. 

8.  Locai  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization 
on  the  basis  of  one  deiegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  provided  each  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate. 

9.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit,  or  the  inability  of  the 
treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  unit  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  (or  the  Executive 
Committee,  if  there  is  no  Administrative  Committee)  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on 
behalf  of  the  unit. 
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STANDING  RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  ORGANIZATION 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


1.  Thirty  (30)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization,  the 
secretary  of  the  district  shall  send  to  each  local  unit  president  delegate  registration 
cards  for  the  meeting  and  instructions  for  their  use. 

2.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization 
on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  shall  be 
the  delegates  from  the  local  units  and  the  members  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  district  organization. 

4.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  sub-districts  according  to  the  following  guidelines: 

a.  (1)  A chairperson  for  each  sub-district  shall  be  named  or  elected  at  a time  that 

will  enable  her  to  be  Installed  with  the  elected  leadership  of  the  district 
organization.  She  shall  be  a member  of  the  district  executive  committee. 

(2)  The  method  of  selecting  the  sub-district  chairperson  shall  be  determined  by 
the  district  executive  committee. 

b.  The  number  of  sub-district  meetings  to  be  held  during  the  year  and  the  program 
emphases  for  such  meetings  shall  be  recommended  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  district  organization. 

c.  An  offering  may  be  taken  at  each  sub-district  meeting.  The  chairperson  may 
deduct  expenses  for  the  meeting  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  district 
treasurer. 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  district  organization,  or  the  inability 
of  the  treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  district 
organization  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee 
to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  district  organization. 

6.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her  duties 
shall  be  a time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with  the  incumbent 
Treasurer,  especially  in  preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The  Treasurer-elect 
shall  attend  all  Finance  and  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  training  events 
occurring  during  this  interim  period,  (as  adopted  September  13, 1975)
